Destroying Weeda. 


When the crop* Degin to break gijound 


the wieds may «l»o be looked for to be 
growing among Item. Then Is the season 
when ilwy miy be mort e»8lly killed.j A* 
won as the rows can be seen, begin with 
tbe light, flne-tofithed barrow In the keld» 
and the garden rake in .the smaller garden 


' beds, to looteti the surliice of the ground. 
The weeda that Srst start »re those "Whose 
seeds lie near the surface, and they need 
hut a little touch to tear up their roots and 
destroy them, while the «wd that has been 
planted or sown there lie^ d«p*r, and will 
not suiter. Then, too, the good farmer 
should put lo Bred enough to that It will 
do nn It jury, even It a few are killed, and 
the wiving rf lalior In killing weeds with 
the harrow or rake that goea over the 
whole sui face, among fhe planta as well 
as between the rows, is an Important 
ileiu, while the Btirringfof the Boll Am It to 
absorb all 
I he fertilizing elements of tbe 


nir, Hie dew and tbe'rainfall, and while 
we (l.i not know how much inch elements 
may eontrlbute to the fertility ot the land 
or the growth of the crop, we have reason 
to believe that tbey play DO small part. 


The harrow is not meant to take the 


place of the liorHehoe, or the garden rake, 
or the hand hoe, hut to precede them for a 
few weeks at the early stages ot the 
growth of the plants, i Corn may be har- 
rowed over as well as potatoes and onions, 
carrots a ad beets raked over as well as 
peas to the great, benefit of the crops, and 
the fttviriK of labor in the destruction of 
weeds. Keep them incmibK at short Inter- 
val", until tbe crops are tjno well grown to 
admit >if their nee, and then be as faithful 
witl. the cultivator and hoe. 
Never let 


i he weeds get large enough1 for the passer- 
by to drrlare that Ihe neld needs hoeing, 
but klli them as soon as they can be seen. ' 
It, IB not only economy to do this, in pre- 
v< nilr tf Them from robMn^ tbe soil of 
its 


fertility, but in keeping them from taking 
up ul"o i lie racism re that Is needed for the 
growi h of ibe plant, aod It Is an economy 
of Knur, Tor a neld can be stirred over 
three times when It doea not ueed hoeing, 
with much less labor than it can be onre 
when it needs hoeing very badly.

But so many farmeis who own their land 
only do It to decrease fertility that they 
have really little advantage over those who 
own firms, and lease them (or a fixed 
price ur to be worked on abates.
